Blasts Producers 
“W e are determ ined to exp ose 
Hollywood,” Dies said. 
N ext on the list for investiga­ 
tion, Dies said, are consum ers' or­ 
ganizations and “Com m unists in 
the governm ent.” 
Dies said tha t 
motion p icture 
p roducers had “one of the best 
organized cam p aigns against the 
com m ittee in existence. 
As evi­ 
dence of the p roducers’ activities, 
Dies said, a cop y of a rep ort made 
by a com m ittee investigator after 
eight m onths w ork in Hollywood 
had reached m em bers of the movie 
industry. 
Dies said tha t cop ies 
of this rep ort had been given p ri­ 
vately to com m ittee m em bers but 
tha t

Dies Irritated 
“I am not p rep ared to go into 
this fully,” Dies said, “but I un­ 
derstand the p roducers have cop ­ 
ies of this rep ort and have m im e­ 
ograp hed it They even k now who 
the w itnesses are to be. W e would 
lik e to find out how they got it.” 
W hen the Dies com m ittee delv­ 
ed into alleged subversive influ­

“ If the present incumbent

He hopes 
by his silence on a third term to 
persuade the Democrats to draft 
him. I’ll vote for any Democrat 
who will respect the constitution.”

Russians attacked each other” In 
aerial fighting and one of the 
Russian planes was shot down on 
Finnish territory. 
A total of 16 Russian planes 
was shot down yesterday and 
dozens of tanks captured or de­ 
stroyed, the Finns claimed. 
With the Russian high com­ 
mand reported by Finns to have 
given orders for a break through 
at any cost, the communique list­ 
ed the Red army losses in yes­ 
terday’s fighting as follows: 
At Muolaanjaervi, in the cen­ 
ter of the Mannerheim line on the 
Karelian isthmus—lOOO killed. 
Tanks Destroyed 
At Taipale, at the left flank of 
the Mannerheim line adjacent to 
Lake Ladoga—2500 killed. 
At Kuhmo, on the central front 
near the narrow “waist” of Fin­ 
land—500 killed. 
Thirteen Russian tanks were 
destroyed as the Finns repuls­ 
ed the Russian thru.«* 
Muo­ 
laanjaervi and at one point two 
tanks were captured from the 
Russians and immediately put in 
use by the Finns to strengthen 
their own defenses. 
One attack after another was 
turned back, the Finns reported, 
at Taipale, where the Red army 
has pounded intermittently and 
m vain for weeks in an effort to 
turn the Finnish flank. 
Attack In Vain 
Attacks continued less inten.sely 
on the Summa sector, but all wer* 
described as repulsed. The Finns 
also said they repulsed attacks on 
the ice of the Gulf of Finland, 
where the Russians sought to 
turn the right flank of the Man­ 
nerheim line but were dispersed 
when Finnish artillery dropped 
shells from a 
high angle and 
broke the ice. 
Russian attacks were reported 
in vain northeast of Lake Ladoga, 
where the communique said that 
a column of 100 Russian sledges 
was destroyed.

we California citrus growers can 
meet our problems.” 
That was the word brought 
back to the Anaheim Chamber of 
Commerce 
yesterday 
by 
Sam 
WalRer of the Agricultural Lab- 
oratory, 
following 
an ex tended 
tour through Tex as and Florida 
and eastward into the marketing 
areas. 
“California,” he told his list­ 
eners, “enjoys several natural ad­ 
vantages, primarily in the quality 
of fruit produced here, and in the 
fact that growers are banded to­ 
gether and work for the coopera­ 
tive good of the industry.” 
Marketing situations in Tex as 
are “strictly a mess,” he said, due 
to lack of mark etin g regu lation s 


and competition among packers to/ 
sell their fruit to trucking con­ 
cerns. 
In some instances Walker said 
he found fruit being sold to can­ 
neries at as little as $2 per ton, 
which made the processing and 
shipping of juices cheaper than 
shipping distilled water would be. 
Normal price for splendid grape­ 
fruit at the time he was thete 
Walker said was $6 per ton. 
“Tex as,” he pointed out, “is pri­ 
marily 
interested 
in something 
else, not in citrus. 
Citrus is set 
out in huge plantings,

ANNUAL MILITARY BALL 
One of the worthiest endeavors in Orange coun­ 
ty is the continuous effort toward the rehabilita­ 
tion and care of the disabled veteran of the World 
War, carried on by the Jack Fisher chapter of 
the Disabled American Veterans. 
Once each year this chapter comes to the peo­ 
ple of Orange county for assistance in raising 
funds to carry on this worthy work. The vehicle 
for raising funds is the Military Ball. This year 
the 12th annual ball will be held in the Hunting­ 
ton Beach pavilion on the night of February 21. 
The money realized from this annual ball is 
used to augment, as far as possible, the pension re­ 
ceived by the disabled veterans from the govern­ 
m ent In many cases in Orange county veterans 
are totally disabled as result of shell shock and 
injuries received at the front yet they receive a 
pension for a 10-per cent disabled veteran. The 
government disability allowance bill for non­ 
service connected veterans calls for a payment of 
$30 monthly. When a service-connected veteran 
draws less than $30 per month on his service con­ 
nected disability this bill applies and he receives 
not more than $30 monthly, even though he now 
is totally disabled. It is to aid this veteran that 
the funds from the annual ball are spent. 
Every penny amassed by these annual balls, 
goes toward the rehabilitation and care of a World 
War hero—or the family from whom his own sup­ 
port has been removed because of war service. 
Jack Fisher chapter D.A.V. never asks any other 
aid from the community in caring for these vet­ 
erans. So it is with deep feeling that friends pro­ 
duce the dollar that individual ball tickets cost, 
knowing that every dollar will go to help one of 
the worthiest causes in Orange county. 
All the money received from the ball is handled 
by an ex ecutive committee of 10 members of the 
chapter. The ball is promoted by

POLITICS AND DEBT 
Congress, as it settles down to consider debt 
and tax ation, finds itself in a difficult position. 
This is an election year, and, unhappily for the 
nation, many Congressmen of both parties are 
taking a straight political approach to the issue 
before them. If Congress approves another heavy 
deficiency budget, it must either soon levy new 
tax es or raise the legal debt limit, which now 
stands at $45,000,000,000. Either course is politi­ 
cally dangerous and unwise—either one might 
cost votes. So, say the Capitol Hill observers, there 
is an ex cellent chance that Congress will make an 
attempt to pass the buck to the nex t session. 
If that happens, the outlook for this country 
will grow materially darker. We have passed the 
buck on fiscal matters, and deferred the day of 
reckoning, for close to 10 years. In that time, we 
have increased the national debt by around $25,- 
000,000,000. 
e have instilled in a dangerously 
large proportion of the people a belief that the 
country owes them a living, no m atter how lazy 
and improvident they may be. We have created a 
class of ‘‘reliefers,” individual and public, whose 
sole ambition seems to be to keep hand-outs from 
the treasury coming regularly. And the national 
morale, to say nothing of our old-time American 
spirit of independence and self-reliance, has taken 
a terrible beating. 
Just how long we can continue to pass the 
buck and get away with it is no longer an academic 
question. It is, instead, a burning issue which gets 
hotter all the time. If the present Congress again 
puts politics before national welfare, and like its 
predecessors, approves more billions of deficits 
without knowing where the money is to come 
from, it will simply take us closer to national 
bankruptcy. There is no use trying to hide the 
fact that, from the fiscal point of view, this 
country is and has long been insolvent. And every 
year we defer taking steps essential to restoring 
our lost solvency, the more difficult the problem 
becomes. 


PRELATES OF THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 
AND THE GUILD 
A news dispatch reports that 16 prelates of the 
Catholic church in America called for the re-es­ 
tablishment of a “guild” system which “will bind 
men together in society according to their respec 
tive occupations, thus creating moral unity.” 
The dispatch further says, “the state must regu 
late the social responsibility of property. 
I t is 
manifestly impossible to ex pect good economic 
order if the wages, prices, working conditions and 
the public are left to chance or to the haphazard 
methods of so-called free enterprise.” 
Of course, it is hardly to be ex pected that prel­ 
ates or priests would understand freedom or free 
enterprise. Freedom would never have been estab 
lished, if Catholics or any church had had control. 
They want the force kept in their hands. They do 
not believe in freedom of choice. 
Undoubtedly, these prelates have never done any 
ex tensive reading. They believe in magic, super- 
naturalism and miracles. And their desire to turn 
the clock back hundreds of years and establish 
arbitrary rules that would give the politicians, or 
the church, the right of life or death over each 
individual is only natural. 
Thomas Jefferson was, undoubtedly, right when 
he wrote, “In every country and in every age, the 
priest has been hostile to liberty. He is always in 
alliance with the despot, abetting his abuses in 
return for protection of his own.” 
The Catholic prelates do not seem to realize that 
if we had a guild system, the guild that had con­ 
trol of necessities, such as water and transporta­ 
tion, would make slaves of all the other people 
in the world. It would be as far from liberty as it 
possibly could be. Or to turn it over to the govern­ 
ment directed by the majority, would result in 
greatly reducing production and the tyranny of 
the mob. It is strange that Catholic prelates who 
do not believe in mob rule would ever have spon­ 
sored any such a reactionary recommendation as 
that we discard freedom—the right to the pursuit 
of happiness as declared by the Constitution of 
the United States, so that each man has a right 
to produce anything that he desires to produce in 
any quantities, and go back to autocratic control. 


A DEFENDER OF RACKETEERING S PEAKS 
A contributor says that the Associated Farmers 
have raised over $100,000 for promotional and 
war chest purposes. This statement is simply a 
ruse to ease the conscience of one who wants 
power without merit or justice. 
The Associated Farmers did not raise $100,000 
for war purposes. They raised $100,000—if that 
is the correct amount—to defend the rights of the 
individual as set forth in the Preamble of the 
Constitution. To say that they raised it for war 
purposes is mere twaddle, or deliberate falsifica­ 
tion. 
If this is war, then the father who defends his 
daughter against rape is at war; then the police 
department and the sheriff are at war when they 
arrest a man for violating the rights of others; 
then the preacher, the teacher, the newspaper, 
the judge are at war when they defend the laws 
of nature and of God against the tyranny of the 
oppressor. We need more of this kind of Ameri­ 
canism and true liberalism. 
It is men who try to distort the meaning of 
words in order to protect their own sinister mo­ 
th es, like this contributor has done in this state­ 
ment, who have done as much to cause unemploy­ 
ment, misery and suffering as any other cause.

POWER TO BURN 
(Chica g o Tribune) 


The city of Eugene, Ore., has announced its re- 
fusa 
to purchase electricity from the govern­ 
ments Bonneville dam. 
The town has its own 
municipal power plant and has decided that it 
will be cheaper to ex pand its present facilities 
than to buy power from the government 
The refusal has every appearance of being 
fina l but whether it is or not it serves to empha­ 
size the absurdity of the government’s colossal 
ex penditures for po wer development in the north­ 
west, an ex penditure which far ex ceeds the cost 
o f the Pa na ma canal. 
Bonneville, near Portland, is the smaller of 
the two government projects in the region and it 
is within reasonable distance of a fairly large 
aggregation of consumers. 
In this respect the 
prospects for it might seem to be fairly g o o d , 
but 
a closer ex amination of the facts raises doubts. 
Power rates in Oreg o n a n d 
Washington, thanks to 
natural advantages, are already among the lowest 
in the country and per capita consumption in 
this area was, at last report, the highest in the 


country. The ability of the region to absorb very 
arge additional blocks of power at any price fs 
o S 
f V 
f iat,ter °f con‘iecture. 
As "a m atter 
of fact, the skepticism of the critics of the project 
has been pretty thoroughly justified by events. The 
" ° ,f tJ?,e Clt>' of Eugene, which finds that it 
can make its power cheaper than it can buy it 
from the government, is of considerable signifi­ 
cance in this connection. 
VViih only a fraction of its eventual capacity 
available there is still so much power on hand at 
Bonneville that it is being transmitted several 
hundred miles up river to Grand Coulee for use 
m the construction of the dam there.

trat.or of Bonneville was trying to induce a steel 
I0 establish a plant near his dam, but it 
s doubtful if 
any steel mill would use anything

absorb the present supply, the quantity produced 
at Bonneville is shortly to be greatly augmented. 
And that, of course, is only a part and by all odds 
the smaller part of the whole story. 
The big 
Sh0V^ 
Coulee> which is costing the tax pay- 
eis 400 million dollars. 
Grand Coulee alone is to 
have an installed capacity of 2,700,000 horse 
power and its production of electricity is to dwarf 
Bonneville's. At present only two of Coulee’s proj­ 
ected 18 turbines are being installed, though no­ 
body knows where the power of even these two can 
be sold. Unless a market is found for many times 
that quantity of electricity the whole scheme col­ 
lapses. 
Today the government is having difficulty find­ 
ing a market in the northwest for the output of 
Bonneville, which so far is only partly developed. 
Long before this problem is solved, if ever it is 
solved, the government will have to find users of 
a far larger block of current from Grand Coulee 
As Prof. Riggs pointed out some time ago the eight 
states of Oregon, Washington, Idaho, ’ Montana 
Wyoming, Colorado, Utah and Nevada generated! 
in 1935, no more than 
billion kilowatt hours or 
considerably less than the firm power which will be 
produced each year by the 18 generators at Grand 
Coulee. 
In an area, most of which consists of 
desert and mountains, who will be found to con- 
sume this enormous additional quantity?

has been raised that the unions 
of A. F. of L. are independent of 
any central control, that there­ 
fore Mr.

would be of no practical value. 
This boils down to the asser­

WASHINGTON—According to 
most of the people of Louisiana 
there have been two Louisiana 
Purchases.

President’s nomination. 
Now in 1940 comes the report 
of a Third Louisiana Purchase. A 
good part of New Orleans is buzz­ 
ing with rumor that the grand 
jury investigation of the Maestri- 
Long machine, which rules south­ 
ern Louisiana, suddenly has been 


This provoked considerable re­ 
sentment from the grand jury, one 
of

leaders 
protested:

Dear Mr. Editor: 
I have lately read in the col­ 
umns of the Anaheim Bulletin an 
account of the address of Mr. Paul 
Armstrong, General Miss-Manag- 
er of the California Fruit Grow­ 
ers’ Ex change. 
It seems to me 
that Mr. Armstrong imagined that 
he was talking to a group of 
“igarots.” When asked if salaries 
to the Ex change employees were 
not too high, he made the state­ 
ment that at one time the Ex ­ 
change made the proposal that its 
employees were willing to work 
on a percentage basis. I will re­ 
member when that proposal was 
put up to the growers: he failed 
to state that the proposal was for 
a gross percentage and not for a 
percentage of the growers’ prof­ 
its. In other words, the Ex change 
employees would get theirs, no 
m atter how low the growers’ fruit 
sold. The only fair and equitable 
basis is for the employee to share 
both profit and 
loss with the 
grower. Mr. Armstrong seems to 
me to have but 
two ambitions, 
first and foremost, 
to get the 
large salary we pay him, second,' 
to get his picture on the can. Life 
is so uncertain. If Mr. Armstrong 
is as valuable as he and the Board 
of Directors seem to think, why 
would it not be a good idea for us 
to take the m atter up with Lloyds 
of London and have him insured 
as the owners of Seabiscuit, Kay­ 
ak II, Man-o’-War have done. 
It is true that we growers are 
to blame for most of our trou­ 
bles, for during the “lush” days 
of the business we paid no atten­ 
tion to what was going on in the 
Ex change. 
We allowed them to 
hire all the people they wished 
without protest from us. Just as 
illustration, I will cite two cases: 
the State hires an entomologist; 
the county hires one; spray and 
fumigation companies have one— 
yet the Ex change hires one. Just 
for my own information, I would 
like to know if anyone has ever 
seen him. 
The nex t case is that 
at one time last year the Ex ­ 
change reported that Florida had 
eleven hundred more cars to go 
to market. 
The nex t week they 
shipped nine hundred, the follow­ 
ing seven hundred, with nine hun­ 
dred more to go. I asked an Ex ­ 
change employee if we did not 
have men in Florida to keep us 
posted with conditions there. 
He 
replied that we did but owing to 
the scattered distributions of the 
grpves there, it was impossible to 
keep check on them. Now, in the 
name of common sense, why pay 
salaries and keep men in Florida 
to do the impossible? At one time 
the Citrograph made the proud 
boast that the Ex change had in its 
Los Angeles office 142 employees. 
At that same time the Standard 
Oil Co., in their office, at 26 
Broadway, New York, had 37 em­ 
ployees, and they handle billions 
of 
dollars 
worth 
of 
business 
against our millions. This brings 
to mind the story of the boy who 
went to Washington with a let­ 
ter of introduction from his fath­ 
er to the Congressman from his 
district stating that the boy was 
absolutely worthless and as a fav­ 


or to him, to get the boy appoint­ 
ed to some government job. This 
the Congressman did, and when 
the boy went to see him to find 
out what his duties were, the Con­ 
gressman told him just to walk 
oyer the Capitol grounds and look 
wise. 
A couple of days later the 
Congressman met the boy and 
asked him how he liked his job. 
The boy replied that it was fine but 
that he was worried about anoth­ 
er boy who followed him about 
the grounds. 
The Congressman 
just smiled and told him not to 
worry, for the other boy was just 
the son of another constituent of 
his and he had had him appointed 
as his helper. It is said of a cer­ 
tain country in Europe that each 
of its citizens is carrying a sol­ 
dier on his back. We each have 
an Ex change employee astraddle 
our necks. If we had a few more 
ex changes and packing houses, the 
unemployment situation would be 
solved. 
I note from Mr. Armstrong’s ad­ 
dress that he still favors the 
auction. 
I am not surprised at 
that, for it is the lazy man’s way 
out. I suppose all of us growers 
received one of those beautifully 
embossed pamphlets sent out by 
the auction houses some months 
ago, ex plaining what fine and hon­ 
est fellows they were. This was 
long before they were accused of 
anything. 
I read every word of 
mine, and the only word of truth 
I found was in the frontespiece 
which said 
“WE MAKE THE 
MARKET,” to which I agree—and 
a hellova market it is when they 
get it made. I also note Mr. Arm­ 
strong is having investigations 
made to find out if the small in­ 
terior markets are being supplied 
with our oranges. This he should 
have known long ago. 
I have 
known for years 
that truckers 
have been coming to the Los An­ 
geles auction house, buying fruit 
and filling their market, making 
the difference between the freight 
rates and the trucking cost plus 
a small profit. All of which the 
Ex change could have done. Now 
what we growers really should do 
is to go to our Ex change directors 
and tell them in no uncertain 
terms to cut out all this non- 
essential help and set the salaries 
of the ones retained in commen* 
suration with what we have re­ 
ceived for our fruit for the past 
five years, and if they will not do 
this, kick them out and elect a 
board which will. Mr. Armstrong 
says that we should consider the 
good years as well as the bad 
ones. 
That surely would let him 
out, for we have had nothing but 
bad ones during the time that he 
has been our miss-manager. 
I 
wonder what alibi he will have 
Aiis year, no frost, no wind, fair 
sizes, beautifully colored fruit.

day. 
It was early in the morning 
when I got to the senate office 
building. My old boss was read­

chairs that made even little men 
look like elder statesmen in the 
Prince Albert days. 
“Come in, old top, and rest 
your bones.’’ 
So I rested them. 
Y’ou can’t help doing that around 
John 
Garner. 
Just 
like lying 
back against a hay stack when 
June 
fire flies 
start to light 
their 
lanterns. 
No dog. 
No 
stuffed shirt. 
Just plain Ameri­ 
can. 
To be around him is a sort 
of perpetual Christmas. 
Well, we talked, just the two 
of us. man to man. 
No one 
around. 
No bluff. 
Straight out. 
And most of the time his unfliek- 
ering eyes look into the very cen­ 
ter of mine—not like a table 
pounding go-getter. 
More like a 
father telling his son something 
terribly important. 
It was like 
that. 
He was that kind of “an 
evil old man.” 
He talked about this America 
of ours and how much he hoped 
it would still be a great country. 
Not great so much in terms of 
power as in terms of happiness. 
Where a boy might still have his 
chance if he was willing to work 
and go straight. 
I thought of his widowed pio­ 
neer grandmother bundling her 
six children into a covered wagon 
in Tennessee and driving six hun­ 
dred miles toward 
the setting 
sun. 
That was her chance and 
she to o k it—9 8 y ea rs a g o . 
And 


of her boy who married a girl 
of the prairies. 
And of the log 
cabin where their son became an 
American. 
And how he picked 
a hundred pounds of cotton the 
day he was eight years old. And 
of the young lawyer and judge 
riding horseback over nine enor­ 
mous counties when the sheriff 
opened 
court. 
And 
then 
to 
congress, 
the 
speaker’s chair, 
and the vice presidency of these 
great United States. Forty years 
in public life and his word, once 
given, never questioned by friend 
or foe. No reason that it should. 
What’s a man’s word for? 
He knows the covered wagon 
days are over. 
But he hopes th® 
covered wagon spirit will still 
have room to roam across the 
prairies and in the big cities as 
well. 
He wants to keep the 
gates of opportunity open and the 
grip of monopoly off the lives 
of the youth of America whether 
it is the monopoly of money, or 
of government, or of labor, or of 
soldiers. 
Big Government and Big Busi­ 
ness look much alike to John 
Garner. 
He is concerned about 
the present drift. 
He thinks it 
is time for government to let 
up—“to put the cattle out to 
grass” and get solvent, and to 
keep out of war.

John Garner is not 
going to quit. 
When we gripped hands a t the 
end he said, “Pettengill, I don’t 
wish you good luck. I wish y o u 
good health. 
If a man has good 
health I always figure he ought 
to be able to rustle up a littl# 
good luck of his own.”
